Conditions | 
admittedly. changed very. much 
since those days, but the point 
at stake js the same whether 
Britain -hall depart from her 
traditional fiscal policy, institute 
system of discriminating tariffs

and give a preference to the 
the Colonies. To-day, as in 1916, 
both the . Liberal and Labour 
Parties are solidly nppesed td the 
change. Thus we once again 
have the anomaly of Conserva- 
tives advocating reform, with the 
so-called progressive elements in 
politics seeking to uphold the 
existing system. The consen-ug 
of opinion ut Home appears, 
to favour the probability of 
the Conservative returning more 
members to Parliament than ary 
other one Party, but opinions 
vary as to.the likelihood of a 
sufficient majority being obtained 
to carry through the tariff re- 
forms proposals in the ‘face of 
united: Liberal and ‘Labour 
opposition. : 

Mr. Baldwin’s scheme is not 
nearly so thoroughgoing in some 
respects as that of the late Mr. 
Joseph Chamberjain, upon which 
the, 1906 election was fought. 
The latter intended to give a pre- 
ference to all Dominion products, 
but Mr. Baldwin would exclude 
food and raw. materials. We can 
only presume that that exclusion 
is based on a fear of facing the 


ve. ti 


electorate with a proposs! which 
bis enemies would widely decry 
as baing tantamount to the tax- 


ratian af food. There can be no 


other reason for excepting thase 
commodities, because if the 
principle is good in relation to 
manufactured goods, it surely 
must be in relation to other cam- 
modities as well. This, to our 
rind, is the weak spot in Mr. 
Baldwin's proposals, and Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald has neatly 
exposed it when he asks what 
preference can be given to the 
Dominions if the £266,000,000 for 
food and taw materials is deduct- 
ed from the £328,000,000° of 
imports which Britain receives 
from her overseas possessions. 
Points such as these have no 
doub: by this time been well 
pressed home to the electors, 
and it. anly now remains for the 
people to cast their votes. 
Whilst we should be surprised 
were the Conservatives lo get a 
sufficient majority to carry their 
scheine into effect, it is us well to 
be prepared for almost anything. 


The Radio Era. 


Now that the Government radio 
expert is on.the spot, Hongkong 
enthusiasts should not have long 
to wait for an official, prorounce- 
ment on the subject of broadcast- 
ing and receiving licences and 
sets, whilst the matter of proper 
wave lengths, avoidance of inter- 
rerences and so forth can also be 
decided. Apartirom the use of 
wireless telephony as a hobby 
for the amateur and a pleasure 
for the bulk . of. listeners-in, 
there is mow the questinn of 
its extension in ways that will 
brins this Colony rich: up to 
date. We refer te the possible 
use of tadio in connection with 
lighthouses. which could thus do 
more to guide shipping. berh in 
matters of direction and weather, 
than they have ever achieved. 
And shere is a more human side 

the lighthouse keeper is often 
isolated from his fellows for long 
periods, and -wireles~ can bring 
to him something of that

Last Monday I brought my 
motareycle across trom Kowloon 
to Hongkong and was charged 
the usual rate of twenty cents. 
On bringing it-back at night, I 
was ordered to pay .fifty cents! 
This, I understand, is the new 
rate for motor cycles, whilst, « 
combinations. which previously 
paid fifty canta, arc now required 
to pay two dollars! ' 

_ These increases | consider to 
be rank extortion, and I think 
the matter should be strenuously 
taken up by the Automobile | 
Association, which naw has an 
opportunity of doing something 
for thosa of their members who 
own motor cycles or combins- 
tions. I suppose the Star Ferry 
Company has legal authority to 
increase its charges in this way; 
otherwise, they would surely not 
do it. But I do emphatically 
assert that they shonld have 
given wamiiog of these new rates; 
not Lave sprung them on the 
public av they have dore. 

Why should the motor cyclist ” 
be “stuck” in this way? Only two 
cycles are allowed on the ferry 
atone time, which prevents any 
inconvenience to ordinary pas- 
sengers; yet'a cycle has to par five 
times as much as a passenger. 

The other day we ‘were almose 
led to hope that eventually there 
would be a frev ferry service 
between Hongkong and Kowloon, 
the, Government regarding the 
harbour as if it were an ordinary 
road. So far. from that dream 
coming true, we motorists are 
now required to pay greatly 
increased rates. I hope the Gov- 
emment will step in and insist on 
a reversion to the old charges.
